Formed early in 1944 by a group of New London citi- 
zens to serve the town and the returning veterans, the 
New London Service Organization is now two years 
old. Its purposes are to arrange for some sort of en- 
during memorial to New London’s sons and daughters 
who served in the second World War, and to be of help 
to these men and women during the period navelaeti 
terminal leave and resumption of civilian life.

TRACY MEMORIAL BUILDING 


With the close of the year 1945, Tracy Memorial Build- 
ing has seen nineteen years of library and community 
service. 


Figures for the past year show that visitors numbered 
14,624 or slightly more than last year. The circulation 
of books and magazines is also higher with the following 
figures: 


9,151 adult books of which 2,523 were non-fiction 
1,308 adult magazines 
2,639 juvenile books of which 374 were non-fiction 
141 juvenile magazines 
31 maps and pictures. 
making a total of 13,270. 


Of the 537 books added, 86 were by gift. Among 
those presenting them were: Mrs. F. W. Sladen, Mrs. 
Helen Nelson, Mrs. John Reid, Mrs. Harold W. Buker, 
Calvin Sargent, Colby Junior College Library, Mrs. A. 
deB. Lovett, Mrs. Bessie Sargent, Miss Gertrude Jones, 
Mrs. Helen Blake, Mr. and Mrs. Grafton Perkins, Mrs. 
Chard, Dr. John McGann, Mrs. Mary Macomber, Mrs. 
Mary Prescott, Miss Margaret Shearman, the Mission 
Circle, and books from the library of the late Henry J. 
Hall. Mrs. Lindsay Wallace gave us the first two vol- 
umes of Pictorial History of the Second World War. 
We were sorry to hear of the death of Prof. T. Leslie 
Shear, who for years has been a generous contributor to 
the library book shelves. 


Library reference books added during the year are 
Post’s 1945 edition of Etiquette, and Twentieth Century 
Authors. The latter we believe will be of especial use to 
the school English classes. 
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Work has been continued on the vertical files and it 
is hoped that they may be brought up to date sufficiently 
‘during the early part of the new year so that more time 
may be given to building up the picture files. 


Books have been loaned to Elkins school and Grades 
IlI-IV, V-VI, and VII-VIII. The Bookmobile has con- 
tinued its visits here, and to leave books in Elkins at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Nelson. We have bor- 
rowed many books from Colby Junior College Library, 
the state library, library commission, and other libraries 
of the state. We have been able to loan Colby Library a 
few books for which there has been great demand there. 
Many of our brary discards were welcomed by New- 
bury Library. Through the Victory Book drive con- 
tinued from last year, we were able to send 103 good 
books, contributed by residents and summer guests, to 
the American Merchant Marine Library in Boston. 


We now subscribe to five newspapers and 30 maga- 
zines. In addition we are grateful to the following 
people for their magazine gifts: Mrs. Helen Holcomb, - 
Legion Auxiliary, Mrs. Lindsay Wallace, Miss Sallie 
Waite, Harry A. Nelson, Miss Elizabeth Nichols, Gar- 
den Club, Woman’s Club, and Miss Elizabeth Waite. 
Dr. Wilham P. Clough, Jr., gives us the Congressional 
Record, and Hon. Herbert D. Swift has again renewed 
our subscription to Fortune. Mrs. Kenneth Lord has 
recently given us the Saturday magazine section of 
Christian Science Monitor each week, which we think 
will prove very valuable for our reference work as it is 
indexed in the Readers’ Guide. 


We received a letter from Alton Hall Blackington of 
Yankee Yarns radio program asking for information re- 
garding the cold year of 1816.. We were happy to be 
able to provide the information from Job Seamans’ diary 
stored in our library vault. 


In March, Mrs. Maude Swift was elected as trustee 
to follow Mrs. Louise Shepard in the unexpired term of 
Mrs. Ednah Kidder. May brought us a serious loss in 
the death of Mrs. Catherine (Tracy) Wallace who has 
served in the capacity. of trustee since the resignation of 
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her mother in 1939. Not long before her death, Mrs. 
Wallace made several generous gifts to the library in 
the insulation of the main building and new coats of 
paint on the outside of the building and the inside win- 
dow sashes. Her daughter, Mrs. Frances (Wallace) 
Sawyer was appointed to succeed her as trustee. 


Among groups meeting in the auditorium and the up- 
stairs clubroom were the Woman’s Club, Star, Circle 
King’s Daughters, Garden Club, Hospital Board, Super- 
visors of the Checklist, Service Organization, Red Cross, 
World Day of Prayer group, American Education Fel- 
lowship, rug-hooking class, and soil conservation groups. 
The Newsletter, sent to our service people, was as- 
sembled there each month. 


In February, the New L ondon Post American Legion 
and Auxiliary held .an exhibit of World War I and II 
mementos. There was a small admission fee, the total 
of which was divided between the Newsletter and the 
Service Organization. 


Mrs. Helén Colburn’s piano pupils gave a recital in 
June, which as usual brought a large audience. Also in 
June was a social hour and tea given by the American 
Legion Auxiliary for the wives of the New London ser- 
vice men. 


During the summer and fall months we were privi- 
leged to hold several well attended art exhibits. The 
‘first, in August, was held by the Colby art department, 
and was comprised of a variety of scenes by Mrs. Me- 
lanie M. Woodman, New Hampshire scenery by Miss 
Mary Parker, and striking portrait and animal studies 
by Miss Harriet Roth. Following came paintings of 
flowers and landscapes from the south, east, and west 
by Mrs. Agnes D. Gay, Laurids T. Lauridsen, Jr., a new 
resident, held an exhibit in October, with oils, tempera 
and etchings of still life, portraits, and landscapes. 


A publishers’ display of juvenile books was borrowed 
from the New Hampshire Library Commission during 
the spring months. Book Week was observed with the 
theme, “United Through Books” carried over from the 
previous year. There were exhibits of new books about 
to be put into circulation, recently added pamphlets, 
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books and the movies, and a used book sale. Hobby ex- 
hibits were buttons by Mrs. Gladys Loverin, and paper 

napkins by Mrs. Harry Barrett. Classroom groups 
from the Central School made special visits to the li- 
brary during the week. 


The work of the children’s room has been the usual 
type with handwork, games and stories under the guid- 
ance of the assistant librarian, Mrs. Helen Nelson. At- 
tendance has been constantly on the increase and it has 
at times been necessary to seek further assistance. On 
the Saturday before Christmas the children gathered 
about a lighted tree for stories, games, and singing, fol- 
lowed by the presentation of candy-filled cornucopias 
made by the children the previous week. 


Miss Shirlie Nelson was vacation assistant again this 
year. Your librarian was able to attend the annual 
meeting of the N. H. Library Association at Laconia 
in November. 


Much thanks is due the Garden Club for their gener- 
ousy support in the care of ‘the library gardens. Mr. 
Willie Ray continued as janitor until Mr. Edward Dex- 
ter’s honorable discharge from the armed services made 
it possible for him to resume his work in October. 


In September we were able to purchase another nest 
of aeedsit: boxes most of which are already rented. 


We were glad to celebrate our first peacetime Christ- 
mas by the outside Christmas tree and the lighted candles 
in the windows. 


As the year draws to a close, the freezing of the ex- 
pansion tank in the attic, and the subsequent bursting of 
the furnace boiler necessitates closing the building for 
an indefinite period, while awaiting parts. 


We are looking forward to the new year, when the 
lifting of war restrictions will make it possible for us to 
obtain more and better books, with which we may serve 
you better.

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NEW LONDON HOSPITAL BOARD 


Members of the New London Hospital Board have met 
monthly. during the past year to carry on the necessary 
business of the hospital. The various committees have 
continued to function efficiently. This report will con- 
tain a resume of their work. 


Seventy-five persons were present at the annual meet- 
ing of the New London Hospital Association on Monday, 
September 24, 1945. Reports of the secretary, treasurer, 
and auditor were read and accepted. It was voted to 
change the fiscal year to agree with the calendar year 
which is now the official town year. The report of the 
Nominating Committee was read and approved. There 
being no further discussion, the voting took place. The 
present personnel of the New London Hospital is as fol- 
lows:

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It was with regret that the Pesieharibns of Dr. Sawyer 
and Mr. Edmunds were accepted. Mr. Elliot Clemons 
has been appointed to fill the vacancy left by Dr. Sawyer. 


The Finance Committee (chairman, Mr. Edmunds) 
continues to look after the endowed funds of the hos- 
pital and to invest any new money that comes into these 
funds. The total endowment of the New London Hos- 
pital is now $26,000.00. Gifts received during the past 
year include one thousand dollars from Mrs. Harry Hall 
and $15,000 from the estate of Albert Norton Parlin for 
the purchase of a free bed or beds which shall be solely 
for the use of the needy. The Finance Committee has 
also arranged for the installment of a circulating pump 
in the heating system, the purchase of a portable ramp, 
and the placing of a stand pipe in the hospital to provide 
better fire protection. 


The Hospital Visiting Committee (chairman, Mrs. 
Little) has secured the services of new nurses when 
necessary and met with the superintendent at various 
times to consider problems within the. hospital. 


We are indeed fortunate to have the services of Miss 
Amelia J. McLeod as superintendent of our hospital. 
Problems of administration have been many during the 
past year when the hospital has been running at capacity 
most of the time and with a minimum number of nurses. 
Dr. Alfred W. Sears, formerly with the anaesthesia ser- 
vice of the Boston City Hospital, has recently joined our 
medical staff as anaesthetist. 


The Nurses’ Home Committee (chairman, Miss Bar- 
rett) in the spring of 1945 was authorized to spend three 
hundred dollars on painting and redecorating the rooms. 
The furnace has been converted to oil also. In order 
to continue having the use of this place as a Nurses’ 
home it became necessary to purchase it in April, 1945. 
The purchase price was $10,000.00. Several gifts of fur- 
niture have been received for the home. 
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Following Miss Lovett’s retirement from the board, 
Mrs. Reid was appointed chairman of the Liaison with 
the Summer Residents’ Committee. This committee is 
responsible for the expenditure of funds turned over to 
them by the Summer Residents. This year fifteen hun- 
dred dollars has been allotted toward the payment of the 
new X-Ray machine. 


The X-Ray committee (chairman, Mr. Fisher) ar- 
ranged for the purchase of the new General Electric R-39 
Diagnostic X-Ray unit which arrived in December, 1945. 
The cost of this machine is $3,250.00 and is the latest 
product of the General Electric X-Ray Company. It 
will give our hospital the same excellent X-Ray service 
available in hospitals much larger than our own. A 
portable X-Ray has also been purchased for use in cases 
where the patient cannot be moved. 


The Constitution committee (chairman, Mrs. Mar- 
shall) made recommendations on amendments which 
were approved and voted upon at the annual meeting in 
September. 


The Future Plans Committee (chairman, Mr. Allyn) 
has consulted with a specialist in hospital architecture 
and preliminary plans have begun as to a possible long- 
range plan for future growth. With a view toward the 
possible expansion of the New London Hospital in the 
future, the. Executive Board recently acquired approxi- 
mately four acres of.land on the upper side of the Barrett 
Road. This. property was purchased with the proceeds 
of two legacies which have recently come to the Hospital 
subject to the unrestricted use of the Board. No town 
funds or any of the permanent capital of the Hospital was 
used in this purchase. 


The History Committee (chairman, Dr. Squires) will 
continue that project this year. 


The proceeds of Hospital Day, held on August 14, 1945, 
exceeded all previous totals. The figures show that the 
local committee total was $3,831 and the Summer Resi- 
dent total was $1,944 or a combined figure of nearly six 
thousand dollars. 
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~The gifts from individuals during the past year are 
too numerous to mention here. Many individuals and 
local clubs have been very generous. The Hospital Aid 
Association has made the final payment of $1,393.00 on 
the mortgage of the hospital. In January, 1946 the 
mortgage was burned at an impressive ceremony in the 
presence of the New London Hospital Aid officers and 
members. The hospital feels deeply grateful to these 
loyal women who have done so much for the institution 
in so many different ways. - 


_ The first course of instruction for Nurses’ Aides was 
sponsored by the Red Cross at the New London Hos- 
pital the summer of 1945. Graduation exercises were 
held at the annual meeting on September 24, 1945. 


In August, Mrs. Bradley Dewey, chairman of the Sum- 
mer Residents’ Committee, entertained at tea for mem- 
bers of the staff, the board, and summer residents. . Miss 
McLeod spoke briefly on the many valuable pieces of 
equipment (approximately $11,000.00) purchased by the 
Summer Residents since their organization in 1937, 


The hospital served more people (755 from 9/1/44 to 
9/1/45) than ever before in its history. Our opportun- 
ities for service to New London and the surrounding 
communities become greater every year. That the resi- 
dents are meeting this challenge is shown by the grow- 
ing interest in the activities of the hospital.

An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned over 
by forest fires in New Hampshire each year destroying 
many thousand dollars worth of property of all descrip- 
tion. It costs many additional thousands of dollars and 
requires valuable man hours, taken from other essential 
work, to extinguish them. These losses affect the personal 
fortunes of the owners, and town and state economies. 
Everyone loses because of them. 


Analysis of fire causes reveals the fact that more than 
98 percent of all forest fires are, consistently, the result of 
human carelessness and are preventable! 


We have been extremely fortunate during the past few 
years. Favorable fire weather and war time restrictions 
on travel which kept people off the highways and out of 
the woods have aided materially in reducing fire risks, 
keeping fires-fewer and fire losses low. 


_ We now face changed conditions. People can travel 
freely. Their love for travel and the freedom of the 
woods will bring them out in ever increasing numbers. 
This will step up the fire risks materially. The acceler- 
ated cutting of the war years has resulted in additional 
thousands of slash acres. These factors, combined with 
a possible dry season and human carelessness could 
easily produce a catastrophe. Everyone must, conse- 
quently, be on his guard. He should 


1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or near 
woodlands. 
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2. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden and 
his deputies by 


a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restrictions it 
may be necessary to impose. They are intend- 
ed only to be helpful. 


b. Securing permits to burn debris when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 


c. Seeing that others comply with the require- 
ments. 


d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assistance 
when needed. 


If these few fundamental practices are followed it will 


be possible to PREVENT a large proportion of FOREST 
FIRES from starting—that PAYS!

Naming streets and provision of suitable sign-boards 


at intersections has been discussed... We submit that 
this is an increasingly needed improvement.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit my twelfth annual report as Super-. 
intendent of Schools: 


The enrollment at the High School showed an increase 
of sixteen pupils for the year 1945-1946. It was neces- 
sary, therefore, to purchase additional seats and desks. 
There are eleven tuition pupils in the High School as 
compared to six last year. 


The sale of stamps and bonds for the year 1944-1945 
amounted to $4,469.40. The school had the honor of 
flying the Minute-man flag indicating that 90% of the 
students participated in the purchase of stamps and 
bonds. 


The pupils in the Central School collected 30 bags of 
milkweed pods for use in making life belts. They col- 
lected 9,215 pounds of paper and rags in the salvage 
campaign. 


The Valedictorian of the Class of 1945, Arrolyn Hayes, 
was awarded a four-year full tuition scholarship at Bates 
College. The salutatory was given by Phyllis Messer. 


The Citizenship Medal was awarded by the Sons of 
the American Revolution to Edward Dexter, Jr. 


The Annual Heidelberg Prize Speaking Contest was 
held in the school auditorium April 6, 1945. The win- 
ners were: First Prize, Robert Dowd, “Happy Land” by 
MacKinley Kantor; Second Prize, Arroyln Hayes, “The 
Cat. Game Back” by LeotaH. Black; Third Prize, Pa- 
tience Cleveland, “The Soul of Caliban” by Emma- 
Lindsay Squier. The Heidetberg Prize Speaking Fund 
now amounts to $530.89. 
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The Junior High School Prize Speaking Contest was 
held Friday evening, April 13, 1945 at the Central School 
auditorium. First prize of $3.00 was awarded by Mr. 
M. Roy London, Chairman of the judges, to Daniel 
Kristl, Second of $2.00 to Joan Crane, Third of $1.00 to 
Barbara Holteen. Other judges were Miss Evelyn See- 
dorf and Miss Eloise Kautz, all of Colby Junior College. 
Other contestants were Sylvia Woodward, Wallace J. 
Williams, Eleanor Edmunds, Henry J. Homan, Jr., and 
Dorothy Prew. Mrs. Carrie Conery, coach of the con- 
test, was presented flowers by Eleanor Edmunds. The 
Junior High School Glee Club, directed by Mrs. Alberta 
Fisher and accompanied by Phyllis Messer, rendered two 
selections. 


We acknowledge with thanks a gift of commercial 
books from Colby Junior College; also some books do- 
nated by Mrs. Ruth L. Goldsmith from the library of her 
sister-in-law who used to be a resident of New London. 


The Class of 1945 left as a gift to the school a table for 
the office and a telephone stand. 


Last year we made a start on a program in guidance. 
Tests were given to show the interests and abilities of 
the pupils. It is planned to continue this work with 
members of the Junior Class. 


An acoustic ceiling was installed last summer in the 
auditorium. This is a big improvement in heating this 
large room, as well as decreasing the bothersome echoes. 


The Domestic Arts room was,equipped with cupboards, 
tables, sink, gas stove, and sewing machine. A refriger- 
ator, dishes and other necessary articles will be procured 
soon. During the present year courses are given in sew- 
ing and household management. Cooking classes will 
be started as soon as the equipment is complete. It is 
planned to serve hot lunches in the near future.

In order to provide all the facilities planned for the 
new building we should equip the shop and secure an 
industrial arts instructor. Many boys have expressed a 
desire for shop courses. Probably we would get more 
tuition pupils if we offered work in the shop. Although 
the expense of shop equipment is rather large it does 
not all have to be purchased the first year. 


The arduous work of administering schools in these 
disturbed times is made appreciably lighter by the hearty 
cooperation of all connected with the schools.
